Supp. 1224 (E.D. Va. 1989), aff'd, 894 F. 2d 392 (Fed. Cir. 1990). 

The NDA was approved on October 6, 2006, which makes the submission of the patent 
term extension application on December 1, 2006, timely within the meaning of 35 U.S.C.
